What Mr. Howard Says Kegard- 
ing His Passes. 


NO 
USE FOR WRECKERS. 


Items of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Beiieiit 
of “Democrat” Readers. 


George W. Howard, 
vice presi- 
dent 
of 
the 
American 
Railway 
Union, has not yet signified an in­ 
tention to return any of the annual 
passes furnished him by over forty 
railroads and the Pullman Sleeping 
Car company. 
He says that all of 
the head men of the A. R. U. have 
annual passes and declares there is 
but one known road,the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern, over which 
he cannot get one. 
The late John 
Newell, president of the Lake Shore 
road, he said, was an inveterate foe 
of the pass business, 
and the road 
has not changed in its objection to 
passes even since the death of its 
president. 
Mr. Howard gave as a reason for 
the furnishing of passes to him that 
if the railroad companies did 
not 
furnish them, the switchmen, brake- 
men and other employes would have 
to put their hands in their pockets 
to pay for the railroad trips of Mr. 
Howard. 
In other Yvords, the rail­ 
road companies 
are not only co n ­ 
siderate, 
but 
benevolent. 
Mr. 
Howard said 
this 
was 
the 
only 
reason w^hy he 
had annual passes. 
He boasted of the great esteem in 
which he is held by 
the heads of 
big railroad companies throughout 
the country, 
and 
named 
several, 
among them being the presidents of 
some of the 
roads 
that suffered 
damage 
during 
the 
strike. 
He 
named Mr. Wickes, vice president of 
the Pullman company, as one who 
would give him indorsements of ir­ 
reproachable character. 
Mr. Wickes said it was customary 
to issue passes to the heads of or­ 
ganizations of railroad men. 
“ Mr. 
Howard first received 
his 
pass,” 
said Mr. Wickes, “ when he was at 
the head of the conductors’ organi­ 
zation. 
It has been renewed yearly 
since. 
T he trouble is all over now, 
and there is 
no 
reason 
why we 
should be uncharitable. 
Mr. H o w ­ 
ard has not been asked to 
return 
his pass.”

ern. 
The line was built in 1890, aiui 
Beatrice voted the company $50,000 
in bonds, the latter contracting to 
continually operate the road at that 
city as a terminal station, and stip­ 
ulated that the division should be 
put in within fifty miles 
of 
that 
city. 
Soon after the purchase of the 
line at foreclosure by the Missouri 
Pacific work was begun on terminal | 
buildings 
at 
Virginia, 
a 
station 
eighteen miles east of Beatrice, at a 
junction of the Rock Island, 
and 
Beatrice got the cold shoulder.
